Do you know of 
any person good enough to stand at 
the head of any monopoly, and deter­ 
mine the price of that which others 
are to use ?” 
Well, there is a certain book known 
as “The First Battle,” which is an ar­ 
ticle of merchandise, and an absolute 
monopoly in W. J. 
Bryan’s hands. 
Quite an expensive one, indeed, to 
many poor men, who have felt that 
they must have it. On the reverse side 
of the title page of that interesting 
work we read:

On the next page is a warning by 
the publishers against 
any “fraudu­ 
lent imitations.”

This is the absolute, law-protected 
monopoly which in four 
years 
has 
made William J. Bryan a rich man. 
If it were not for Bryan’s absolute 
monopoly of the book, farmers, work­ 
ingmen and the horny-handed sons of 
toil in general could have secured the 
work for one-third or even a quarter 
of what they have had to pay for it. 
No honest man will deny Mr. Bry- 


tection favoring people of America!

“I had orders to hold a certain posi­ 
tion and was supported by the Tenth 
cavalry (Afro-American.) The 
posi­ 
tion was uncertain and we needed ev­ 
ery man available to make the stand. 
Two or three of the Afro-American 
soldiers started to the rear in search 
of water, as ordered by their captain. 
I rebuked the captain for lessening 
our force, and commanded the men 
to remain. The statement I made aft­ 
er that, so near as I can remember, 
was: ‘I have orders to hold this hill, 
and I intend to do it. 
I will 
shoot 
any man that gives up this position.’ 
“This is the whole story in a nut­ 
shell, and the efforts of the Democrats

Louis Republic, the Missouri Bryan 
organ, feels so much concern over “the 
American Cotton company’s monopoly, 
which has been the subject of much 
condemnation by Republican speakers, 
because Senator Jones, a Democrat la 
connected with it, that it takes pains 
to explain that this “is based on the 
patent of an invention.’* The Repub­ 
lic says that when the patent expires, 
all manufacturers can then use the in­ 
vent ion, but adds that “until that time 
it is properly secured to the inventor.’’ 
Evidently, the 
Republic does 
not 
keep posted upon the drift of discui>- 
siou upon this very question of Jones 
and his round cotton bale trust in the 
banner Democratic state of Texas, al­ 
though that is within the Republic’s 
own territory. This concern is looked 
upon in Texas as one of the most gi­ 
gantic and far-reaching of 
all 
the 
trusts. “It has 
almost driven the 
square bale cotton out of business, and 
nothing can keep it from monopoliz­ 
ing the entire traffic very soon, with 
a tremendous tax upon the entire cot 
ton producing and handling 
trade,’ 
except the rigid enforcement of the 
Texas anti-trust law. 
This corporation was the subject of 
several attacks during the last session 
of the 
Texas 
legislature, and well 
known Democratic members said some 
d very harsh things about 
the 
Hon 
|ljam es K. Jones, president of the cor­ 
poration, who is also chairman of the 
Democratic 
national 
committee. 
It 
was at first intended to pass a law 
especially prohibiting 
the 
company 
from doing business in Texas, and such 
a bill was introduced in the house by 
Representative Cole, but it was deem­ 
ed that it would be class legislation, 
and that the company’s exclusion fro'm 
the state should be obtained through 
the new anti-trust law.

special provision was 
inserted 
and 
adapted, designed expressly to meet 
the very point now raised by Jones’ 
defenders—the protection of the pat­ 
ent law—for it reads: 
“Each corporation, co-partnership, 
firm or individual who may be the 
owner or lessee of a patent to any ma­ 
chinery intended, used or designed for 
manufacturing any raw m aterials or 
preparing the same for m arket by any 
wrapping, baling or other process, who 
shall lease, rent or operate the same 
in their own name and refuse or fail 
to put the same on the market for sale, 
shall be adjudged a monopoly, and be 
subject to all the pains and penalties 
provided in this act.’’ 
This special provison hts the cotton 
hale trust squarely between the eyes, 
for it has refused to sell any of its ma­ 
chines, operating 
theip 
only under 
lease or through its own agents, the 
very offense provided against in the 
Texas act. 
The law also provides that 
some 
officer of every corporation doing busi­ 
n e ss in Texas shall make oath that it 
not a trust, nor in any way operated 
in violation of the anti-trust law. A 
copy of this blank affidavit was sent 
to James K. Jones, president, and it 
has been returned properly sworn to, 
tile officer making the necessary oath 
being George W. Oakley, secretary, of 
New York city. 
How such an oath could be made as 
to Texas, in view of the explicit pro­ 
vision of the Texas statute, just quot­ 
ed, will puzzle plain people, but Pres 
Wen and Chairman Jones, through his 
, ^ ^cretan*, seems to have strained his 
conscience with perfect ease. It is not 
•^Prising, however, to learn that, not­ 
withstanding this affidavit, the fore-

S. R. Huss, chief counsel for many of 
the oleomargarine dealers, served no­ 
tice on J. F. Burke,, counsel for the 
partnieiit of agriculture, that a spe­ 
cial allowance had been obtained from 
the supreme court granting Owen Mc­ 
Cann the right to take an appeal from 
the recent decision of the superior 
court. 
In its opinion the superior 
ourt declared substantially that the 
law’ was constitutional, and that the 
sale of colored oleomargarine, regard­ 
less of how the color was produced, 
whether by the addition of a foreign 
substance or by the mixture of natur­ 
al ingredients, is unlawful. 
Similar 
decisions were rendered in cases ap­ 
pealed from Erie and Philadelphia 
counties. 
The appeal to the supreme court will 
call for a review of all the legal ques­ 
tions raised touching the constitution­ 
ality of the law’ of 1895, aud It is un­ 
derstood that some of the best legjil 
talent in the city, including TU T.

The state board of equalization of 
bank stocks has completed its work 
for this year, and the result was made 
public last week. It shows a wonder­ 
ful increase in deposits, surplus and 
undivided profits of the banks, both 
state and national, of Ohio, and tells 
the story of the country’s prosperity 
in flgtires that are more eloquent than 
words. 
There has been an increase in the 
number of national banks of six; in 
the capital stock, $394,715, and In the 
surplus and undivided profits, $2,674, 
689. 
The total increase in the working 
capital of the national banks is $3,- 
069,404. 
The total of the capital and earn­ 
ings of the banks is $62,128,039. 
The board placed the value of the 
national banks at 37,638,230 for taxa­ 
tion, an increase of $2,200,006. 
The state banks made an equally 
good showing. The increase In num­ 
ber was 16; in capital stock, $1,925,- 
982, and in surplus and undivided prof­ 
its, $654,058, making a total increase 
in the working capital of $2,579,840. 
The total of the capital and earn­ 
ings of these banks is $18,603,494. 
The value for taxation as returned 
by the board is $11,042,361, an increase 
of $1,536,760. 
The board makes no record of de­ 
posits, but Bank Clerk Taylor of the 
office of the auditor of state has com­ 
piled a table 
which shows the 
in­ 
crease in the past four years. 
The 
figures are for the same days in May 
of 1896 and May, 1900: 
The total deposits 
in 
the 
state 
banks in 1896 were $62,732,002 37; on 
the same day this year, 
$123,986,- 
452 40, an increase of $61,263,450 09. 
The deposits in the national banks 
in 1896 were $96,450,353 92, and 
on 
the same day in 1900, $160,615,611 88, 
making an increase of $64,065,257 96. 
The total deposits in all the banks 
of Ohio in May of this year were 
$284,502,064 34, an increase of $125,- 
328,708 05. 
It is in the state banks that the peo­ 
ple of small means deposit their sav­ 
ings, and in the past four years these 
institutions show an increase in depos­ 
its of 50 per cent.

condemnation by Republican speakers, 


because Senator Jones, a Democrat, is 
connected with it, that it takes pains 


to explain that this “is based on the 
patent of an invention.” 
The Repub­ 
lic says th a t when the patent expires, 
ail manufacturers can then use the in­ 
vention, but adds that “until that tim e 
it is properly secured to the inventor.” 
Evidently, the 
Republic does 
not 
keep posted upon the drift of discus­ 
sion upon this very question of Jones 
and his round cotton bale tru s t in the 
banner Democratic state of Texas, al­ 
though that is within the Republic’s 
own territory.

known Democratic m em bers said some 
4 very harsh things about

(ijam es K. Jones, president of the cor­ 
poration. who is also chairm an of the 
Democratic 
national 
com m ittee. 
It 
was at first intended to pass a law 
especially prohibiting 
the 
com pany 
from doing business in Texas, and 9uch 
a bill was introduced in the house by 
Representative Cole, but it was deem ­ 
ed that it would be class legislation, 
and that the com pany’s exclusion from 
the state should be obtained through 
the new an ti-tru st law.

wrapping, baling or other process, who 
shall lease, rent or operate the sam e 
in their own nam e and refuse or fail 
to put the sam e on th e m ark e t for sale, 
shall be adjudged a monopoly, and be 
subject to all the pains and penalties 
provided in this a e t " 
This special provison h ts the cotton 
bale trust squarely between th e eyes, 
for it has refused to sell any of its m a­ 
chines, operatiug 
thorp 
only under 
lease or through its own agents, the 
very offense provided ag a in st in the 
Texas act. 
The law also provides th a t 
some 
officer of every corporation doing busi­ 
n e s s in Texas shall m ake oath th a t it 
s not a trust, nor in any way operated 
in violation of the an ti-tru st law. A 
copy of this blank affidavit was sent 
to Janies K. Jones, president, and it 
has been returned properly sw orn to, 
the officer m aking the necessary oath 
being George W. Oakley, secretary, of 
New York city. 
How such an oath could be made as 
to Texas, in view of the explicit pro- 
v.sion of the Tex is statute, just quot­ 
ed, will puzzle plain people, but P res­ 
i d e and C hairm an Jones, through his 
secretary, seems to have strained his 
conscience with perfect ease.

•uprising, however, to learn that, not­ 
withstanding this affidavit, the fore-

“ If the re-election of Mr. McKinley 
be accomplished and the revolution in 
China be wiped out, and the war in the 
T ransvaal take no new complications, 
then will I be the first to accept the 
peace th a t I believe to be necessary, 
though it be at the cost of acknow ledg­ 
ing the sovereignty 
of 
the 
United 
States, since I consider th a t our forces 
are now’ im potent to defend our sacred 
and legitim ate rights.” 
General M acArthur, in tran sm ittin g 
these papers, says th at “possibly San 
dico is as close to Aguinaldo as any of 
the leaders who continue in open hos 
tility.” 
A letter from Regio, w ritten from 
H ongkong to Sandh'O, discusses the 
Philadelphia anti-im perialist convell 
tlon, and expresses the view that the 
alleged victories obtained by the F ili­

The State Board of Equalization 
Completes Its W ork and 
Gives Out Figures.

The state board of equalization of 
bank stocks has completed its work 
for this year, and the result was made 
public last week. It shows a wonder­ 
ful increase in deposits, surplus and 
undivided profits of the banks,

There has been an increase in the 
number of national banks of six, in 
the capital stock, $394,715, and in the

The total of the capital and earn­ 
ings of the banks is $62,128,039. 
The board placed the value of the 
national banks at 37,638,230 for taxa­ 
tion, an increase of $2,200,006. 
The state banks made an equally 
good showing. 
The increase in num­ 
ber was 16; in capital stock, $1,925,- 
982, and in surplus and undivided prof­ 
its, $654,058, making a total increase 
in the 
working capital of $2,579,840. 
The total of the capital and earn­ 
ings of these banks is $18,603,494. 
The value for taxation as returned 
by the board is $11,042,361, an increase 
of $1,636,760. 
The board makes no record of de­ 
posits, but Bank Clerk Taylor of the 
office of the auditor of state has com­ 
piled a table 
which shows the 
in­ 
crease in the past four years. 
The 
figures are for the same days in May 
of 1896 and May, 1900: 
The total deposits 
in 
the 
state 
banks in 1896 wi?re $62,732,002 37, on 
the same day 
this 
year, 
$123,986,- 
452 40, an increase of $61,263,450 09. 
The deposits in the national banks 
In 1896 were $96,450,353 92, and 
on 
the same day in 1900, $160,615,611 88. 
making an increase of $64,065,257 96. 
The total deposits in all the banks 
of Ohio in May of this 
year 
were 
$284,502,064 34. an increase of $125,- 
328,708 05. 
It is iii the state banks that the peo­ 
ple of small means deposit their sav­ 
ings, and in the past four years these 
institutions show an increase iu depos­ 
its of 60 per cent.
